Every once in a while one hears the rem ark s 
tha t there is no money in politics and too many 
bu siness men have no time for office-holding. 
T hat is one trou ble with this cou ntry. 
Too m any people can not divorce government 
from money mak ing. 
They think that a pu blic 
official 
shou ld get as mu ch salary as he can 
mak e in private enterprise. So long as tha t view 
obtains we can not have a good government. 
Holding office is a service, and not a m oney-m ak ­ 
ing job. 
A decent living shou ld be provided the holder, 
bu t beyond that nothing is necessary. 
In Eng­ 
land men devote their lives to the government 
service and that is why England has the shrewd­ 
est statesm en and the best government on earth. 


It does not tak e money-mak ers to be good of­ 
ficials, either for state or local governments. 
There are m any examples here at home where 
people, mak ing an ordinary living, have proved 
to be good servants at the altar of the offices to 
which they were elected. 


The fact tha t a man is a money mak er is no 
bar to his ability, bu t it is not an essential. A 
good edu cation, well-informed on the topics of 
the day and a fam iliarity with government and 
political economy are among the requ isites for 
the best pu blic officials. 


THE ART OF SPANKING. 
The art of spank ing has disappeared in many 
homes today. The rod has either been misplac­ 
ed, or else parents are tak ing u p the new 
psychology of rearing children. 
“Obedience is one of the m ajor vices,” declares 
# 
a professor of edu cational psychology to a gath­ 
ering of parents and teachers. 
To the prom pt 
and practical qu estion of w hat to do when a 
small child, having been told to tak e off his 


shoes, merely sits on the floor and refu ses to do 
so, the professor replies: 
“A child shou ld always be shown the relation 
between cau se and effect. 
He shou ld be shown 
tha t by doing it he will achieve some desirable 
end or tha t throu gh not doing it something u n­ 
desirable will occu r. 
“It may be necessary to inflict slight physical 
pu nishm ent to mak e him see this.” 
At which point, m any parents in the grou p 
m u st have sighed with relief. 
If edu cational 
psychology perm its properly adm inistered spank ­ 
ing, there is still hope. 
Yet there are spank ings and spank ings. 
The 
old-fashioned variety often was inflicted with no 
explanation 
at 
all, 
with 
considerably 
more 
emphasis on parental au thority than on child 
gu idance. 
The 
difference 
between 
the 
old 
techniqu e and the new lies in treating the child 
as an u nthink ing little creatu re tha t m u st be 
made to obey ou tright, “becau se m other says so,” 
or as an intelligent hu m an being am enable to 
reason and intellgent direction.

Too many people can not divorce government 


*- feom money making. They think that a public

: anake in private enterprise. So long as that view 
I obtains we can not have a good government. 


Holding office is a service, and not a money-mak- 
"ing job. 


A decent living should be provided the holder, 


tout beyond that nothing is necessary. In Eng- 
land men devote their lives to the government 
service and that is why England has the shrewd- 


, <est .statesmen and the best government on earth. 


It does not take money-makers to be good of- 


ficials, -either for state or local governments. 
There ,are many examples here at home where 
people, making an ordinary living, have proved 


, to toe good servants at the altar of the offices to 


•which they were elected. 


The fact that a man is a money maker is no 


ibar to his ability, but it is not an essential. A 
good education, well-informed on the topics of 
the day and a familiarity with government and 
political -economy are among the requisites for 
the best public officials. 


THE ART OF SPANKING. 


The art of spanking has disappeared in many 


homes today. The rod has either been misplac- 
ied, or else parents are taking up the new 


. psychology of rearing children. 


"'Obedience is one of the major vices," declares 


a professor of educational psychology to a gath- 
ering of parents and teachers. To the prompt 
and practical question of what to do when a 


. small child, having been told to take off his 


shoes, merely sits on the floor and 'refuses to do 
so, the professor replies: . . 


"A child should always be'shown the relation 


between cause and effect. He should be shown 
that by doing it he will achieve some desirable 
end or that through not doing it something un 
desirable will occur. 
•' 


"It may be necessary to inflict slight physical 


punishment to make 'him see this." 


At which point, many parents in the group 


must have sighed with relief. If educational 
psychology permits properly administered spank- 
ing, there is still hope. 


Yet there are spankings and spankings. The 


old-fashioned variety often was inflicted with no 
explanation at all, with considerably 
more 


emphasis on parental authority than on child 
.guidance. 
The difference between the old 


technique and the new lies in treating the child 
as an unthinking little creature that must be 
made to obey outright, "because mother says so," 
or as an intelligent human being amenable to 
reason and intellgent direction.

REMINISCENCES 


BY JOHN F. JOYCE 


Hospitality was a universal 


trait of the pioneers, and a help- 
ful, fraternal spirit among them, 
prompted them to aid ea,ch 
other, for we mus.t remember, 
that the work of building and 
clearing was not successfully 
done by one man. 


Ten to twenty days of every 


season was spent in assisting 
others—especially the sick or 
disabled or the new-comer—and 
considered by the settler to be a 
duty,, for which pay except to 
kind, was scorned. Money was 
scarce and trade and, barter was 
the medium of exchange. A 
hunter had some fine dressed 
buckskins, which some farmer 
wanted for clothes for his fam- 
ily and the farmer had some ex- 
tra grata, which the hunter, re- 
quired for food and the trade 
was made. -Or some one/wanted 
some clearing done and .had a 
surplus of stock, cows, pigs-or a 
lo'rse and his neighbor more en- 
ergy than stock, and so they 
;raded. Such barter and trade 
was the rulel. By it fences were 
built, clearings made and the 
wants of each supplied. Some- 
times a .man took dried venison,: 
others coon skins,. to the, store- 
ceeper and traded'them^-for ar- 
ticles needed for • his 'family. 
Thus itw.as that the ;business of 
;he country was transacted with- 
out . money, for there was no 
market nearer than Cincinnati. 
If a man had forty, or fifty bush- 
els of wheat to sell, he loaded it 
and provender for 'himself and 
lorses,. into a wagon and started 
"or market over trails, called 
roads, and when night came 
camped and slept in this wagon, 
which at that time was covered, 
and resumed, his journey in the 
morning. It usually required 
three or four days; to reach the 
city, where he disposed of'his 
.oad 'at the great' five storied 
stone mill, on the Ohio river, .at 
the foot'of Sycamore street, for 
40 or 50 cents per bushel and 
with the proceeds, bought salt, 
groceries ^nd dry. goods. If stock 
was part of the cargo, he would 
unite with some neighbor and 
they would drive fifty or one 
lundred elm-peelers ahead of the 
wagon, through an 'unfenced 
country 80 or 100 miles to Cin- 
cinnati. 
Those hogs 
usually 


weighed about 125 ^pounds and 
could ^easily drink slop out of a 
u'g and outrun'.a.greyhound, so 
you. can .readily imagine, :what 
un it was-, whemthose "porkers," 
,ook a notion to come home or 
refused to cross a stream.
